Editor Gazette: Your request that 


I prepare an article on small pox for 
the columns of your paper has been 
received. That such an article Is time- 
ly and should be In the possession of 
even-one Is not doubted, but fearing 


' that It will not.be received by the 


public In the spirit that It Is written 
causes me to hesitate In complying 
with your request to guard against 
this article placing me in a false light. 
I wish to preface It with the follow- 
ing statement: 
First. 
P believe 
that small pox Is the most loathsome, 
most vicious and most tenacious ol all 
of -the acute Infectious diseases. 
That I believe In its Isolation; and 


such Isolation should be a proper- 
ly constructed and eaulpped hospital. 


There Should Be a Law 
Second: . I «lo not believe in and 


•do now condemn the 
practice of 


throwing a small-pox patient 
uto 
a cold. damp. Illy-ventilated .building 
feeding him at arms length. 
un- 


wholesome foods and not nursing him 
at all.

Third. That I condemn and 
de- 
nounce as barbarous, the entrusting 
of these patient's lives In the hands 
of men attendants whose only qua- 
lification is that they have survived 
n siege of the plague. 
Fourth. That there should be a 


law (that will stand the test) iso- 
lating these cases In a 
properly 


•constructed and equipped hospital ana 
that the expense should be defrayed 
from the public funds. 
Fifth. That I believe In vaccina- 


tion, 
properly 
done. 
with 
the 
same precaution that other surgical 
•work Is done.

Canada, 
there was an epidemic lasting from 
1870-187C.. where It was finally stamp- 
ed out by Isolation nnd vaccination.

The operators of- 
fered figures taken from the'r ac:cuit.s, 
they said, to show thut the price ot coal 
has decreased and that accordingly 
they s-hould not be compelled to pay 
the men the same wages as for the 
last two years. According to their fig. 
ures they are receiving from 10 to 15
